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Applicant respectfully elects Species II (representative 
figure 6), as characterized in claim 7 for prosecution on the f +£/^/ 
merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic 
claim is finally held to be allowable. Claims 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 
13, and 14 read on claim 7. Applicant respectfully traverses the 
restriction requirement with respect to claims 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, and 
6 because even the examiner admits that claim 1 is generic and 
the other five claims depend from claim 1 without adding the 
specific limitations to the valve which characterize either 
Species I or Species II. The lack of limitation to one of the 
two species can be seen on the face of claims 1-6. 

REMARKS 

Applicant complies with the examiner's 02/19/03 election of 
species requirement by electing to proceed with Species II should 
no generic claim finally be held to be allowable. Applicant 
traverses the requrement with respect to the currently existing 
family of generic claims 1 through 6, which Applicant hopes will 
be finally held to be allowable and which read on neither of the 
two species which examiner has characterized.
